Austtia’s Agony. 

After a desperate struggle for existence 
the little Republic of Austria has thrown 
up the sponge. According to the Berlin 
Correspondent of The Times, the Viennese 
Government has decided to retire on 
Saturday, and to hand over the country, 
bag and baggage, to the Reparation Com- 
mission. Herr Mayr and his colleagues had 
no choice. Some months ago Austrian ex- 
perts reckoned that the Government would 
reach the end of its tether on January 
15th, and although, in the meantime, 
valuable old tapestries and objets d'art 
have been bartered with Holland against 
foodstuffs, their gloomy prophecy has been 
remarkably accurate. Ever since the 
Armistice Austria has been living from 
hand to mouth. Her currency became 
worthless almost immediately, and a 
pound sterling soon fetched a cartload of 
kronen. Therefore, she could not buy 
food. Famine and _ pestilence swept 
through the land, and children died in 
their thousands. Relief was provided 
by various benevolent societies, and 
individual charity from the, Allied 
nations. helped to postpone the inevitable 
collapse. It has come now, and it could 
not have come at a more unfavourable 
time. All the Allied States are embar- 
rassed by domestic troubles. Britain will 
need all her resources and all her energies 
to drive back the rising tide of unemploy- 
ment which is threatening her shores. 
France, whom we congratulated only yes- 
terday on her escape from a political 
crisis, is once more in the throes of un- 
certainty owing to the dramatic fall of M. 
Leygues’s Cabinet. America has just 
withdrawn from the Council of Ambas-

Common humanity insists that the Repa- 
ration Commission shall accept the task 
of government and do its best to save the 
country from extermination. America, we 
ieel sure, will not stand aloof from such 
a work of mercy, but,.with or without her 
aid, the Allies must go to Austria’s 
rescue. 

As in the case of our own unemploy- 
ment problem, Austria’s restoration de- 
mands the pursuit of a dual policy. 
Immediate steps must be taken to save 
the lives of her starving people, while 
more remote measures are essential to 
enable her to exist without continual 
spoon-feeding. The provision of credit 
cannot be postponed. France and Britain 
already have been considering a scheme 
towards this end. It is proposed that a 
credit of 250,000,000 dollars shall be

Both Allies are in agreement on the 
broad principle of the loan; but,

difference of opinion is trifling, and the 
situation is too grave for niceties of ways 
and means.

The former 
alternative is objectionable for many 
reasons, and the secorid may seem to be 
the thin end of the wedge of another ram- 
shackle Empire. Be that it may, 
Austra certainly cannot continue to exist 
as an independent nation in her present 
emasculated form. The choice of alterna- 
tives rests with the Allies. They smashed 
the Hapsburg tyranny; they must now 
smash the tyranny of hunger whioh a 
short-sighted policy has enthroned jn ifs 
place.

Ex-Prime Ministers. 

Cincinnatus went back to his plough 
from the Dictatorship of Rome, and the 
eminent vizier in Mr. Kipling’s wonder- 
ful story discarded his robes of office for 
the rags of a fakir. Today such dramatic 
changes are possible only in very young 
or extraordinarily conservative societies. 
Under modern conditions a man who has 
held high office and wielded vast power 
cannot lose himself in the common herd. 
His future out of office does not cease to be 
a care to his country, for it reacts on the 
dignity of the office itself. Thus the 
problem of England’s ex-Prime Ministers 
has come into existence. It has not 
arisen always or even often. Most 
of our Prime Ministers have enjoyed 
private means. A few, however, have 
been able to say of the Premiership that 
it found them poor at first and left them 
so; and such cases, owing to the demo- 
cratic tendencies of the age, are likely to 
be far more frequent in the future. What 
is the country’s duty in the matter?

There was a surprisingly heavy collec- 
tion of income tax last week. nearly ten 
millions having come in from that source. 
but otherwise the revenue réturns are 
rather disquieting The total was 
£28,500,000, but of this amount nearly 
£8,500,000 were derived from excess profits 
duty and sales of war stores. neither of 
which can be regarded as a permanent 
source of income. The _ expenditure 
amounted to £27,000,000. The spread of 
unemployment is probably responsible 
for the fact that the encashment of 
War Savings Certificates amounted to 
£1,200,000. which is £200,000 in excess of 
the new Certificates issued in the same 
period. For the first forty weeks of the 
current financial year encashments amount 
to £26,500,000, as against £30,500.000 of 
new Certificates issued. 

According to the Eveniha Standard, the 
Government have come to the.very sensible 
conclusion to defer the question of future 
naval policy to the Imperial Conference 
which meets “in London next June. and 
will be concerned, among other things, 
with the future contributions of the 
Dominions towards naval defence. The 
experience of the late war showed that 
the Empire fights as a single unit, and it 
is right, therefore, that all its parts should 
be consulted as to the measures to be taken 
for Imperial defence, and should take their 
fair share in providing for the expense. 

It must not be imagined that the 
Government order that all British women 
and: children should be evacuated from 
Persia immediately is, due to fear 
that they are in imminent danger 
of their lives. It is due to the 
fact: that conditions in that country 
cannot be regarded as suitable in the 
future, in view of the impending with- 
drawal o the British forces. The 
withdrawal will mean considerable hard- 
ship to many British traders, for they 
will have to sacrifice a great deal: but 
from the fact that the Shah himself. with 
his Court and the diplomatic representa- 
tives of other countries, will be leaving 
Teheran in the spring, it will be seen that 
the outlook in Persia must be very gloomy. 
The Bolshevist menace is the cause of the 
withdrawal of the Persians  . 

The feeling in Persia with regard to 
Bolshevism is one that is shared by other 
countries. Rumania is somewhat nervous 
about a possible campaign next spring, 
while Poland is in the same position. It 
is said that some distinguished members 
of the French Intelligence Department 
have penetrated Russia to find out what 
the Bolsheviks intend to do next year, 
and all but two of these men have now 
returned. Their reports agree that it is 
not merely for winter quarters (the Bol- 
shevist excuse) that the Russians have 
moved their troops to the Rumanian and 
Esthonian borders. For some time past 
Soviet leaders have been calling for war 
to secure the recovery of Bessarabia and 
other lands taken from Russia by the 
Peace Treaty, in order that they may have

THE GREEK GENERAL ELECTION. 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TLMES 
PIR,— very interesting article on the Gr 

General Election of last November 
in a recent issue of (LL. Ky, pe Nouvel/e, over the 
Signature of “fá Libéral.”’- The election 
was, held in multi-member constituencies on 
the block vote system—tbe system used in the 
election of the London Borough Councils. The 
results illustrate once again the two serious 
defects of this system—defects which, on this 
occasion, have apparently changed the course of 
the history of modern Greece. 

For the constituency of Attica and 
where .M. Venizelos was defeated, twenty-two 
members were elected +n bloc. The Rovaliat list 
of twenty-two candidates obtained just over 
1,000,000 votes. The Venizelist list obtained 
over 800,000 votes. All twenty-two seate fell to 
the Royalist list because it had a majority of 
the votes. Had the election been conducted on 
proportional representation principles, M. Veni- 
zelos, instead of being defeated, would have 
been returned at the head of his party, which 
would have won nin (instead of none) 
out of the twenty two. 

The second defect has had still more serious 
consequences. The Venigelist Party were de. 
feated by comparatively smal! majorities in a 
large number of areas: whereas in the con. 
stituencies in which they wer successfy! 
won by large majorities. The writer . 
article is Re shat. if the election had 
conducted on proportional representation 
ciples, the Venizelist: would have had 
fifths of the seats, whereas, under the defective 
method of voting in force, they secured only 
120 seats out of @ Chamber of about 370 : 

Taking the facts to be as stated. may T point 
out that this not by any means the firet 
occasion on which a falee electoral] eystem has 
aliered the course of history ; In 1886 Mr. Glad 
Stone appealed to the country on the question 
of Home Rule for Ireland. He found hime lf in 
a minority of 104 in the House of Commons, but 
a careful analysis of the election figures reveals 
the fact that there was a small majority of 
voters-in his favour. A true result would. doubt- 
less, have modified subsequent history.
